crop inspector, who is spending some 
time in this county, visiting various 
orchards, Mr. Pierce, in an effort to 
reach the growers, has given the fol­ 
lowing statem ent for 
publication in 
The Times: 


“ Owners of young 
orchards, 
and 
especially orchards 
containing vari­ 
eties 
particularly 
susceptible to a t ­ 
tack by pear blight should take pains 
at 
once to 
discover and 
treat 
ail 
cankers on neglected trees. 


"The bacteria frequently live over 
winter at the edge of an infection of 
the previous year, 
and with the ap­ 
proach of 
tin* sappy 
condition, ex ­ 
tends, 
exuding 
through 
the 
outer 
bark a germ-laden 
liquid to bt* car­ 
ried by insect# to the 
newly opened 
blossoms 
in the 
nectaries of which 
the germs multiply prodigiously. 


“ The 
best 
manner 
of 
treating 
those 
cankers is 
to 
cut 
out 
and 
serape the affected area, 
cutting an 
inch or so into the 
uninjured bark. 
Then wash th* wound with a solution 
of mercury' bichloride and paint with

linseed oil.
